The Examiner indicated that definition (b) for variable (optionally substituted acyl or 
heteroaryl) of claim 2 lacks antecedent basislQlie Examiner ftirdicr noted that claim 9 depcnb 
from canceled claim^that claims 12-15 lack antecedent basis with respect lo "optionally 
substituted aiyl'*, and (hat claim 13 is in non-conformance wilh MPEP §608.1(m) because the 
claim does not end with a period. 

Applicants have amended claim 2 to delete element (b) reciting optionally substituted | 
aryl or heteroaiyl^laim 9 has been amended to change its dependency to allowed claim 6. 7 
Claims 12-15 have been canceled. Amended claims 2 and 9, together with dicir respective 
dependent claims 3-6 and 10-1 1 are now believed to meet die criteria or35 USC §112 second 
paragraph. 
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
